He shuwed 
thatthe control of the Army amd Navy esti 
mates rested entirely with the House, and 
thereford nothing more ‘was needed—but he 
admitted that there wus a mystery with respect 
to thy ever growing Civil Service. Batimates, 
which ha thoughts Coimmissior ‘should be ap- 
pointed to enquire into. This suggoition waa 
adopted, and the motion: dropped.’ Sinca then 
the Army Estimates have been presented, and 
show a retrenchment, of some half-a-million,

“The coal question continues to be the chief 
topie of intereat, and iafar from being solved. I 
am glad to aee that Government decline to inter 
fore, for I am n strong believer in the doctrine 
that these temporary irregttarities, should be 
‘allowed to work unt. their. own redemption?
